COUNCIL WILL: ADOPT 
ORDINANCE NEXT MONDAY 


Bonds Will Bear Four and a Half 
Per Cent—Election Will Be Call- 
ed at Earliest Possible Date. 
John Murphy President 
of Commission. 


The city bond election” will be held 
about the middle of March, at the earliest 
possible day that it can be legally call- 
ed by the general counci) next Monday 
afternoon. 

The election will be for $2,000,000 bonds 
at 4% per cent, and there will be a sep- 
arate vote on three issues, as follows: 

For sewers, $1,000,000; for schools, 
$600,000; for waterworks, $500,000. 

The bond commission at its first meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon went earnestly 
to work and acted without a moment’s 
delay after thoroughly @iscussing the 
whole matter for nearly four hours. 

The commission meant business. The 
members all took the position that a se- 
rious crisis had come in Atlanta's his- 
tory and immediate action must be taken 
to protect the people, to give them sew- 
ers, schools and water. It was shown 
that the bond issue was imperative and 
that the election must be held -at once. 

The action of the commission was 
unanimous. 

When Election Can Be Held. 

The election cannot be legally held 
earlier than about the middie of March,

Washington, January. 14.—With the 
avowed intention of “placing both At- 
torney General Bonaparte and Post- 
master General Meyer in the Ananias 
Club,”” Senator Tillman today addressed 
the sénate. He alternated between 
acrid denunciation of these two mem- 
bers of the president’s cabinet and ridi- 
cule, which he hurled at them. 

Mr. Tillman said it was not pleasant 
for him to intrude his personality upon 
the attention of the senate. 

“T have enough notoriety 
declared Mr. Tillman, “and I am 
anxious to advertise -mysel’, but 
senate knows the provocation I am un- 
der, and I trust will bear with me.’ 

Speaking of the differences of recol- 
leétion between himself and Attorney 
General Bonaparte, he declared: 

“IT am ready to have my word. put 
against him, in any court in Christen- 
dom. ard to let my record in the past 
for truthfulness, honesty and integrity 
stand against his.” 

He asserted that he was not only 
dealing with President Roosevelt, “but 
with all the cabinet officers, 
league, because, according to the news- 
papers, they are discussing me at cabi- 
net meetings, and are determined to 
accomplish my ruin, if possible.”’ 

Ready for Assadssin’s Knife. 

“When .l..deal with.as unscrupulous 
men ag I do now, I am prepared for 
anything, even the assagsin’s knife. My 
mail is being held up. I am satisfied 
of that. I will not say my room has 
been broken into, because there are 
keys that can open everything in this 
capitol. They may not have stolen my 
papers, but they are gone.’ 

Mr. Tillman then narrated a conversa- 
tion’ he wad yesterday with Attorney 
General Bonaparte, in which he asked 
whether a suit had been brought against 
the Southern Oregon Company, the 
ho'der of the military road grant. 

“He did not know,’ 
“There had been some correspondence 
and a discussion back and forth, as to 
the method that should be pursued by 
the special counsel,” he said. 

“T pressed him for an immediate an- 
swer, yes or no.. He said he would 
make tnquiry of the clerk charged with 
that business and l1ét me know. In the 
course of a few minutes he returned 
tf} the ‘phone and said he would write 
me a letter.”’ 

Nothing Has Been Done. 

After having the letter of the attor- 
ney genera] read, he declared that up 
to this time, and after nine months. 
nothing had been done in response to 
the order of congress to bring suit.

St. Petersburg, January 14.—The 
Geath is announced of Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky, who was in corhmand of 
the Russian fleet in May, 1905, when it 
Was practically annihilated by the Jap- 
@nese in the battle of the sea of Japan. | 

The death of Vice Admiral Rojest- 
vensiy, which occurred in St. Peters- 
bur@ today, was Gue to neuralgia of the 
heart. 


Sinovi Petrovitch Rofjestvensky, who 
was about 60 years old, had seen ‘in 
the ‘Russian naval service the greater 
part of his life. 

In 1904, during ,the Japanese war, 
Rojestvensky was given personal cam- 
mand of the Russian Baltic fieet. ‘to 
take it to Viadivostok. The fleet sailed 
from TAbau, October 16. “When «the 
fleet was off the Dogwar banks, in the 
North sea, it came upon the North Sea 
British fishing fleet. The lights of the 
trawlers cuased alarm on some of the 
Russian vessels, and they firéd on the 
Gshermen. The steam trawler Crane 
Me sunk and two others of the fishing’

citizens to be elected by the general council, 
and provided that only~6ne citizen shall be 
elected from each ward, said election to be 
eld by the general council of 1908. Said 
enw commission shall confer with the dif- 


. ferent boards in charge of the several de- 


partments in which proceeds of said bonds 
ghall be expended, but said commission shall 
have final disposition of the manner and time 
of the expenditure of said proceeds in making 
said improvements, end shall make a report 
to the mayor and general council of ali ex- 
penditures, in detail. At the conclusion of 
their labors, If the same lasts beyond twelve 
months, they shall make a report annually 
of their acts, and said report shall be in de- 
tall, showing the time and amounts of each 
expenditure.

Killed Man; Burned Body. 

In ‘his confession Keener said: 

‘ “The man came to our house and rap- 
ped on the door. I had never seen him 
before. He said: ‘I am going to kill 
you.’ I took my revolver and shot him 
four times. 

“Rente came down stairs, and I put the 
man on the little wagon and took him 
| to the orchard and buried him. The 

hole was not deep enough, and after 
Mrs. Tawser (the girl’s mother) was 
out there a week later and sald she 
smelled a stench, we decided to take up 
the body and burn it. 

“We took it to the smoke-house and 
carved it up with a bitcher knife. Renie 
carved the body while I looked on. We 
burned the pieces in the smoke-house. 
Part of the clothing we buried under 
the sweet potato bin in the cellar. 
Some of the bones were buried i 
Bricker’s woods, and some in the 
woods that belonged to my father, near 
Stoverstown.” 

Girl Says It "Was Jealousy. 


Miss Tawser denies that she assisted 
in disposing of the body, and says that 
Keener’s motive was jealousy of all 
Strangers. <A skirt, which had belong- 
ed to her, was found today. on the 
premises, stained with blood. 

Keener, who is about 26 years old, 
is the son of a York county farmer, 
who died several months ago, leaving 
an eState of about $3,000, which tis held 
in trust for the son. He has had a 
checkered career, having served a two- 
year term in the penitentiary for rais- 
ing a money order. 

Two years ago he was married, but 
separated from his wife after living 
with her for about a year. He then: en- 
gaged Miss Tawser, of York, to be his 
houseKeeper, and went to live on ‘a 
small farm, which he owned; about’ 8 
miles out of town. After the date on 
which the mufr@er occurred, he adver- 
tised In a matrimonial paper, and se- 
cured a wife, whom he took ‘to live 
on his mother’s farm, at New Salem. 
Here he was arrested after the murder 
charge had been made by his former 
housekeeper. 

Sort of Dying Confession. 

While attending court last week Miss 
Tawser heard the testimony. in a mur- 
der case, was seized with spasms, and, 
believing that she was going to die, 
told an admirer of a murder that had 
been ‘“‘committed by Keener last July.” 
On searching the premises, the girl’s 
story was partially verified by finding 
spots where she said Keener had paint- 
ed out blood stains on the floor of the 
barn. Keener, when arrested on _ sus- 
picion, at first stoutly denied all knowl- 
edge of the alleged crimé.

THE PRESIDENT-ELECT ATLANTA’S GUEST. 

It is the privilege of Atlanta to entertain today the president- 
eleet of the United States. The people of this city have, upon more 
than one occasion, paid respectful and enthusiastic tribute to the 
chief magistrate of the nation, the mere fact of partisan differences 
not militating against their respect for the high office and, in each 
case, the attractive personality of its occupant. 

In the instance of President-elect Taft these factors are em- 


/phasized. It is no perfunctory recognition of station or distinction 


| with which he is greeted today. The south has maintained toward 
him, uniformly; an attitude of personal cordiality, as the inevitable 
reciprocation of the friendliness and understanding with which he 
has unvaryingly met this section. So that the warmth manifested 
toward him by the citizens of Atlanta may be considered as reflect- 
ing the sincere sentiment of the entire south, actuated by motives 
which shed a propitious light on his coming administration. 

Primarily, the big Ohioan has won his way into the esteem of 
the southern people through his remarkable personality and his ro- 
bust manhood. He has met every test of public service with the 
breadth, the. sincerity and the judicial spirit which comprise the 
south’s ideal of statesmanship. 

In a greater degree than any president since the civil war, 
he is going into office with a personal understanding of southern 
conditions from the southern standpoint. This assurance does not 
depend upon academic reasoning or his sympathetic public utter- 
ances for the past half-decade. It is based upon his several years’ 
personal contact, social and official, with southern people and south- 
ern problems while discharging his duties as federal circuit judge in 


the states of Kentucky and Tennessee. 
The opportunity thus given him for arriving at the heart of the 
people was not ignored. With the acumen, the patience and the 


tolerance by which he is characterized, he refused to discharge his 


official duties in a perfunctory spirit, but did not rest satisfied until he 
had learned the southerner on his hearthstone as well as in the moods 
of commerce. 

The knowledge and insight then gained have since been indi- 
cated in his every attitude toward this section. They have become 
a part of his temperament, toward which the southern people have 
reacted spontaneously in liking and confidence. They are an earnest 
that he will be the president of the whole people, and that geograph- 
ical dividing lines will have no invidious part in his administra- 


tive career. 
It is with thoughtful considerations of this nature, no less than 


with the hospitality appropriate to the unusual occasion, that the 
people of Atlanta extend a genuine Georgia welcome to the next 
president of the republic—William H. Taft. ’ 


REGULATING AUTOMOBILE TRAFFIC. 


There seems to be a little lull in the recently aroused interest in the 
campaign against violators of the speed laws and rules of the road in At- 
lanta, but so .far no laxity or indifference in the prosecution of the cam- 
paign itself has been apparent in the accident record. 

It is to be hoped that the drop in the accident record and the cessation 
of discussion have been due to practice on the part of drivers in obedience 
to the law. 

Once accustomed to it, obedience will come easy, but that will not jus- 
tify lax vigilance on the part of the authorities. 

The Atlanta situation, as well as that in other communities of the state, 
particularly since the automobile is no longer solely a means of local trans- 
portation, naturally brings up the question of the importance of uniform au- 
tomobile regulations, both for the protection of the public and of the owners 
and drivers of the machines themselves. 

Massachusetts proposes to go further than state boundaries in the mat- 
ter of uniform. regulation, and the highway commiss#on of that state has 
drafted w.at it considers a model law for the regulation of motor vehicles, 
which it will submit to the legislatures of all the New England states in the 
hope of securing uniform law upon the subject throughout that territory. 

In this proposed measure, which is said to be, in great measure, a codi- 
fication of the best laws on the subject from all the states interested, twenty- 
five miles an hour is fixed as the maximum speed limit, while a speed of 
eight miles an hour in towns and cities is suggested. Chauffeurs must be 
licensed and no one is permitted to employ an unlicensed chauffeur. Sixteen 
years is fixed as the minimum age limit for private operators and eighteen 
years for chauffeurs. 

Garages are required to check all machines in and out, keeping a com- 
plete record. The rear register slate of cars must be illuminated at night. 
Brakes and other safety devices may be required as a precedent to registra- 
tion, and if such are removed registration may be withdrawn. Uniform reg- 
istration fees graded upon horse power are provided. 

The law does not propose to supplant all municipal. regulations, but re- 
quires that such shall be submitted for approval to the central state author- 
ity, in order that uniformity may be maintained as nearly as possible, and 
also that unreasonable or oppressive requirements may not be made. 

‘Other essential rules and regulations are provided, along with suitable 


y% 
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-|/penalties graded upon the nature or degree of violation. 


The foregoing measure comes as the result of a recent conference be- 
tween the representatives of five New England states, and there is good 
reason to believe, therefore, that it will meet with general favor, and be- 
come the law of these five states. 

Georgia’s legislature several years ago had under discussion a somewhat 
similar law and with the identical end in view—uniformity. 

The proposed Massachusetts law might not in every respect serve the 
purpose here in Georgia, but the value of some law which wil] be both 
reasonable and uniform in its operations throughout the state cannot be 
gainsaid. 

Owners of automobiles, themselves, would welcome reasonable legisla- 
tion on this subject as a definite safeguard of their own rights as well as 
those of the public. 

The enactment of such a law would undoubtedly tend to a more general 
observance of the reasonable rules and rights of the road on the part of 
drivers of every class of vehicle. ,

The practical side of the affair is that the imposition of an extra tax 
on coffee would, in all probability, strike the great American breakfast table 
without injuring the importer or even assuring a market to the Porto Rican. 

The solution in this case seems not to be tariff, but advertising, judi- 
cious, protracted and thorough. Intrinsically, Porto Rican coffee is said to 
excel that from Brazil. With business management it can be sold at a 
figure approximating the South American article. Educate the people and 
the question of a market will cease to be a problem.

TOGETHER ON THE MAIN PROPOSITION. 
It will be apparent from the communicatfon of Dr.John E. White, pub- 
lished today, that upon the main proposition involved in the question of 
prohibition—the éffective and permanent elimination from Georgia of the 
open barroom—Thé Constitution and Dr. White are in hearty and harmonious 
accord.. 

We are glad to join forces with.so prominent a citizen as Dr. White 
upon the proposition and in the determination that the saloon has gone from 
Georgia never to return. 

That is the one unquestioned achievement of prohibition, generally speak- 
ing, and except insofar ag the beer saloon may be considered a lingering 
remnagt of it. 

It ‘may be said. with certainty that the open barroom has taken its per- 
manent departure from Georgia, and the beneficent effects of its absence 
ere already abundantly apparent in the records of our police courts. 

So far as liquors in package form are concerned, we still have them: 
whether in as great or lesser amount is a disputed question, but that they 
are sti}l here in abundance cannot be denied. 

But it must-be conceded that existing conditions are by no means such 
as were contemplated by the state prohibition law. 

But in pointing out these conditions, The Constitution has not, as Dr. 
White suggests, specifically or by implication, conceded the right of the 
people of any city, no matter what their views, to disregard any state law. 

On the contrary, we have persistently and emphatically appealed for the 
strict enforcement-of this, as well as other laws of the state.’ We have made 
law observance the subject of such frequent sermons that our views upon 
it cannot be subject to question. 

What The Constitution has done in the case of Savannah, as it has also 
with reference to Atlanta, is not to concede a right, but to pofnt out things 
actually existing, with the hope that such knowledge may have a good re- 
medial effect. 

Possibly Dr. White has mistaken our comment on Governor Smith's at- 
titude toward the Savannah situation as approval of the condition. 

It cannot be questioned that Governor Smith’s refusal to supersede the 
local authorities In Chatham county is in thorough accord with the law. If, 
then, the law prevents the executive from interfering by forceful means, 
and the loca] authorities who are charged with enforcement, because of pub- 
lic sentiment or for other reason, fail to perform that duty, we ask again, 
does not the condition presented become, in effect, the same as that brought 
about under local option? 

If public sentiment in Atlanta sanctions the sale of real beer and the 
authorities do not prevent it, does not the condifion become, to that extent, 
local option, despite the prohibition law and its intent. 

Is there any approval of the violation in calling attention to what ap- 

pears to us to be an unquestioned condition? 
' We may cite an incident of administration in Savannah. Authentic re- 
port has it that on one occasion some $2,000 worth of liquors of various 
sorts were seized in the residence and business place of a certain citizen. In- 
dictment and trial followed. On the witness stand he admitted the pos- 
session of the goods, but explained that owing to the illness of a member 
of his family he had been directed by the attending physician to supply 
the patient at regular intervals with milk punches, gin fizzes and Manhattan 
cocktails, with other variations, and the jury promptly acquitted him. 

We may present the condition and cite the incident, regretting that such 
things exist, but that in no sense can be construed to constitute approval 
of them. | 

It is the worst kind of local option, but loca®option in effect, neverthe- 
less, to attain a desired condition through violation of law. 

The Constitution regrets that the law is violated in Savannah, in At- 
janta or anywhere else—but when it is being so violated, there is no ad- 
vantage in sticking one’s head in the sand and declaring that all goes well— 
simply because you refuse to see that which is going wrong.

DR. WHITE DISCUSSES 
SAVANNAH SITUATION 


Editor Constitution: && has been 
pleasant at time to see flying at the 
editorial masthead of The Conetitution the 
proclamation that “The saloon has gone 
from Georgia never to return.” 

It has meant something that The Con- 
stitution has declared against the sa- 
loon. 

It would mean more, however, if The 
Constitution did not eo frequently fret 
the hounds while it is teasing the hare. 
| Which is the hare and which the 
hounds doesn't matter in this case. The 
Constitution does not discriminate. 

The editorials on prohibition are pe- 
cullar. They touch the Savannah situ- 
ation so daintily in the matter of the 
state’s dignity and authority as to make 
people wonder if the state has any dig- 
nity and authority in Savannah at all. 
This is not kind to Gavannah. All that 
discovery -in your late editorials about 
prohibition being local option, after all, 
iS a remarkabdle proposition. 

As i understand it, The Constitution 
believes in local option and ae I read 
the newly discovered fact in the edi- 
torials, Savannah and Atlanta have ac- 
tually, not state prohibition, but local 
option. 

All of which is to gay that Savan- 
nah and Atlanta have what they want, 
state law or no state law, and 
that’s an end to it, Georgia or 
no Georgia. Just how The Constitution 
avoids the embarrassment of fts logic 
does not appear editorially as yet. 

For if “the condition” in Savannah 
has ‘‘become in its last analysis one of 
local option in the enforcement of the 
law,’’ as The Constitution declares to be 
the final fact of prohibition in Georgia, 
the conclusion must be that a state law 
can be nullified at will by any commu- 
nity in the exercise of its local option. 

I think The Constitution inadvertent- 
ly makes a public claim for Savannah 
that Savannah has not yet dared ft 
make for herself. 

‘Local option is the actual] result’ of 
the state prohibition law in Savannah 
in just the same sense that loca] aption 
is the actual result of a state law about 
anything alse. All state criminal laws 
are executed by loca] authorities. 6§a- 
vannah can resist the execution of the 
laws of Georgia—that is, can assume & 
lawless attitude agwinst the state of 
Georgia. But two results and, possibly, 
three, will follow as the night the day. 

iFirst, as to |jSavannah herself, her 
proud position in the esteem of Geor- 
gians and the world as a city of pa- 
triotic and loyal citizens will be for- 
feited. 

Second, as to state prohibition, the peo- 
ple of Georgia will nail it to the statute 
books all the more resolutely because 
the dignity of the commonwealth and 
the honor of the commonwealth will 
then demand that the state shal] not 
surrender to lawlessness.

The railroad commission yesterday 
heard from a number of patrons of the 
Georgia railroad from Washington, Bar- 
nett, Camak and other points protesting 
against the remova! of certain trains 
and the changing of certain schedules. 

The railroad management wants té 
take off the freight train running de 
tween Barnett and Washington and 
make the two dally passenger trains 
mixed trains, letting them carry such 
freight as has to be handled. It also 
proposes to take off the Picayune train, 
as it ts known, running from Camak to 
Augusta in the morning and back in 
the afternoon, claiming the patrons of 
this train can be taken care of by the 
regular trains, morning and evening, 
running between Augusta and Atlanta. 
It also asks permission to take off one 
of the local passenger trains running 
between Camak and Macon, on the 
ground that these changes are essential 
in the interest of economy. 

Superintendent Brand appeared for the 
railroad company and urged that the pe- 
‘tition for the changes indicated bé¢ 
granted. The patrons of the road t- 
sist that the schedules shall be main- 
tained as at present, 

When asked their views as to the pro- 
posed change in the rate of passenger 
fare on the Georgia road from 2% to 2% 
cents a mile, the patrons of the road 
present stated they did not think it 
should be changed unless found neces- 
sary in order to permit the road [to earn 
a reasonable profit.

To Hear Savannah Trade Body. 

The delegation from Savannah which 
has asked for a hearing before the in- 
terstate commerce committee of the 
senate on the bill of Senator Taliaferro, 
of Florida, to require inspection and 
grading of naval stores, will be heard 
on January 21, next Wednesday. 

That date was set after a conference 
between the senator from Florida and 
the senators from Georgia. The impres- 
sion seems to have been created in some 
quarters that there was a disposition to 
rush this bill through without time 
for full consideration by parties af- 
fected.

GUILD CHOSEN TO HEAD 
FORESTRY ASSOCIATION 


Great Impetus Given to the Cause 
of Preserving the 
Forests, 


Washington, January i4.—Great 
impetus was today given to the cause 
of forestry preservation when the 
American Forestry Association unani- 
mously elected as officers a number of 
the most prominent men in the indus- 
trial, educational, political and other 
walks of life. For president of the 
association, former Governor Curtis 
Guild, of Massachusetts, was chosen 
in succession to James Wilson, secre- 
tary of agriculture, who expressed a 
wish to retire. 

Governor Guild was chosen, “because 

he is committed heart and soul to the 
cause of forestry and conservation,” it 
was stated. The vice presidents include 
Andrew Carnegie, James J. Hill, W. W. 
Finley, president of the Southern rail- 
road; David B. Francis, of Missouri; 
Dr. Welr Mitchell, ‘of Philadelphia; 
Andrew White, of New York; Dr. Al- 
bert Shaw, editor of Review of Re- 
views; Representative Randse!l, of 
Louisiana, and Rutherford P. Hayes, of 
North Carolina. . 
The association concluded its work 
today following the adoption of 4a series 
of resolutions, the most important of 
Which provides for a non-interference 
in political matters; recommending the 
passage of a bill now pending in con- 
gress for instruction in forestry in 
state agricultural schools; repeal of 
the timber and stone act, substituting in 
its stead a law providing that timber 
and stone shall be held at its actual 
value and the proceeds be devoted to 
purchasing forest lands to safeguard 
navigable streams; the authorization by 
congress of a bond issue for internal 
waterway improvements; urging state 
legislatures to purchase non-agricul- 
tural lands to be converted into forest 
reserves and the enactment of state 
laws removing the tax» on standing tim- 
ber and eubsituting an income tax 
when the timber is cut.
